It is one of the wonders of art that 
it can shine in all placés and sur- 
roundings, no matter how low or 
humble they may be, provided it is 
genuine art, or, to, put it differently, 
provided it creates; something that 
throbs with its own life. There is no 
spectacie more thrilling than that of 
an actor or a_play suddenly taking on 
the body and form:of a living thing. 
Such artistry is the delight of the 
theatre, and the more it is displayed 
on the stage the greater our enjoy- 
ment and thrill. Unfortunately ‘for 
the theatre of our ‘day, our serious 
actors and playwrights have saddled 
themselves with such loads of realis- 
tic paraphernalia that hardly any 
room has been left for their own cre 
ative impulses. It is now only in 
vaudeville, the revue and, to a lesser 
degree, in ‘musical cOmedy that 
one still finds the art of the theatre 
scoring its triumphs of wizardry in 
an unashamed display of the trans- 
figuring and sublimating powers of 
acting. Incidentally, one notices, par- 
ticularly in New York and Paris, an 

unashamed display of much 
else besides acting. | But. the re 
producers are not exactly enthusiasts 
of pure art. One should be grateful 
for small mercies, and our theatres 
of lighter entertainment in Europe as 
well as in America, though blatantly 
commercialized, have at least been 
able to preserve some great and vital 
traditions of the past. 


Having sung hai to the glories 
of the untrammieled display of acting, 
I must now make ‘one important, 
though obvious reservation: even 
revue acting requires talent; in fact, 
it requires it to a far greater extent 
than any “straight” acting, since its

MR. JANNINGS’S LATEST 





German Film Genius Inspires All Those 
Working With Him 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 


JANNINGS does more 
than just act in a picture—he 
inspires the direction and sets 
an example for others con- 

cerned in the production. In all his 
films the attention to detail has 
been admirable, and ““‘The Way of 
All Fiesh,”’ his first American sub- 
ject, is no exception. Incidentally, 
although Samuel Butler’s famous 
novel of the same name suggested 
the mere idea of this film, the pic- 
torial story is altogether different. 
The backgrounds of the current of- 
fering are Milwaukee and Chicago 
and the principal character, August 
Schiller, is an American of German 
origin. 

There are minor incidents in this 
production that have been handled 
so effectively that they assume great 
importance. For instance, at the 
outset there is August Schiller in 
bed, being awakened by an alarm 
clock. Certainly this kind of thing 
has been done time and again, but 
never so cleverly as it is here. Mr. 
Jannings takes his time over these 
scenes, but every change of expres- 
sion on his plastic countenance is 
natural and therefore very interest- 
ing. Thié glimpse is followed by the 
sequence wherein Mr. Schiller goes 
into the next room and arouses his 
six children. Mr. Jannings works 
marvels with this ordinary happen- 
ing, and the chapter aches genuine 
artistic heights when Mr. Schiller 
is perceived instructing his young- 


awake, and every movement 

is an effort to them. Like their 
father they all wear nightgowns. So 
see Mr. Schiller’s big white-clad 
going through his morning 
before six small white-clad 
figures.

Before breakfast is started, Mr. 
Schiller reads the Scriptures and

And while the latter episodes are 
highly sentimental and prolonged, 
Mr. Jannings is so perfect in his 
acting that these scenes are inter- 
esting in spite of the thick layers of 
pathos. Such ideas as having Mr. 
Schiller looking on at children when 
he is employed to pick up stray bits 
of paper and also having him peering 
through a frosted window at his 
own family on Christmas Eve are 
too much like trying to squeeze a 
tears But most of the story is 
adroitly worked out. 

One of the excellent bits is where 
Mr. Schiller awakens after his wild 
night. He springs out of bed in a 
wretched room and soon is shocked 
to discover that the securities with 
which he had been: trusted by the 
bank have been stolen from him. He 
walks over to a mirror and. then 
becomes suddenly aware that his 
beard is gone. He had had it shaved 
off to please the hard-eyed peroxide 
blond who beguiled him with smiles, 
lipstick and a quart or.so of cham- 
pagne. 

The story opens about twenty 
years ago and winds up at the pres- 
ent day. Some idea of the diffi- 
culties of the principal rdle can be 
appreciated from the following: 

Jannings is first seen depicting a 
happy father, then as a susceptible 
man aboard the train, then as a 
drunken fool, then in the stages of 
ut-er despair, and finally as a be- 
draggied, unwashed tramp with mat- 
ted hair and bleary eyes. It is a re- 
markable piece of acting, better if 
anything than Mr. Jannings’s. per- 
formance is in either ‘The Last 
Laugh” or ‘“‘Variety.”’ . There is not 
an instant when one can feel that 
Mr. Jannings is off key. It is, more- 
over, a painstaking performance, one 
that required a great deal. of study 
to reflect the moods so naturally.

The Troupers. 


ROADWAY NIGHTS,” Robert T. 
Kane's pictorial story of the life 
of troupers and cabaret per- 

formers, is a picture that possesses 
the genuine touch.

The Auto’s Conquest. 


IW the automobile conquered 

the horse is the theme of ‘‘The 

First Auto,”’ now at the Colony 
Theatre. This production is packed 
with sentiment, but it is neverthe- 
less a good entertainment. Roy Del 
Ruth, the director, makes the most 
of the comic incidents, and the only 
slurring is when there is a‘ desire to 
plaster on the bitterness between a 
father, who is a horse-lover, and his 
son, who is partial to the new-fan- 
gled conveyance, 

The way in which the producer re- 
minds one of the accoutrements 
needed in the old days for traveling 
by auto is humorous. Goggles and 
dust coats were the fashion.

R. HUGO RIESENFELD, who is 

to be the guiding spirit of the 

Colony Theatre for Universal 
Pictures Corporation, in speaking of 
short subjects the other day said:

press agent does not write stories auto ride/ 
like this. Never is he so dispropor- 
tionate in his use of space. He con- 
trives rather to have his advance 
copy come out as follows: 

“A forthcoming attraction at the 
Emporium Theatre will be Garber’s 
‘Bulgaria.” According to the general 
press agent, Zachary Smith, the en- 
gagement will afford him the oppor- 
tunity of renewing his acquaintance 
with several members of the ensem- 
ble whom he knew three years ago 
at Atlantic City. Incidentally, Smith 
is wearing a new cravat these days. 
He certainly has his moments.”’ 

The truth is that the modern press 
agent works at being an intellectual 
who hobnobs openly with the intel- 
ligentsia*® and, by way of a non- 
sequitur, exchanges walking sticks 
with Michtiel Arien. He strolls into 
the Hunting Room at the Astor or 
lunches at the Algonquin, takes din- 
ner at the Colony, drops into the 
night clubs, kids Texas Guinan and 
pauses advantageously on the curb 
during the intermissions of opening 
nights. 

Whereas the old time press agent 
was happily content with words of 
one syllable, his modern prototype 
denudes Roget’s Thesaurus; pil- 
fers similes from Ronald Firbank, 
metonymies from Marcel Proust, hy- 
perboles from Max Beerbohm, de- 
scriptions from Paul Morand, and 
linguistic virility from Klabund.

For more’than a century the mar- 
bles have been among the proudest 
possessions of the great museum in 
London. To restore them now to 
Greece would deprive that institu- 
tion of its incomparable Phidian art, 
and the thought arouses something 
akin to consternation. — 

Back of the appeal is a movement 
of world opinion. It may result in 
the British Museum’s surrendering a 
part of the spoils taken by Lord 
Elgin early in the last century. 
Opinion among classical authorities 
igedivided. One group holds that 
their restoration would go far toward 
giving the Acropolis important as- 
pects of its vanished perfection. Op- 
posing opinion maintains that the 
marbles can be seen in London by 
multitudes of people who never could 
visit Athens, and therefore the cul- 
tural value of the Phidian work is 
greater in London than it could ever 
be in Athens. 


The first group answers that cul- 
tural value alone should not deter- 
mine the matter. It lays a moral 
obligation on the British people, pro- 
testing that spoliation of the Acropo- 
lis can never be justified. The letter 
column of The London Times is well 
filled with conflicting opinions. The 
museum itself it not wholly on the 
side of those favoring retention of 
the marbles. H. B. Walters, of the 
classical section, for example, urges 
partial restoration. 


What Lord Elgin Did. 


In this discussion there is a ten- 
dency to brand Lord Elgin as a van- 
dal, whose act, however, was based 
on a love of the things he carried 
away. Whatever the motive, his ac- 
tion focused the attention of the 
world on the beauty wasting upon 
the far-away rock above the Aegean. 
Lord Elgin filled the post of British 
Envoy to Constantinople between 
1799 and 1802. The Turks had held 
Athens since 1456, and the Acropolis 
under their rule served its most an- 
cient -purpose—that - of a -fortress. 
They raised the wall of Themistocles 
around its outer edge to a new height 
and added heavy battlements at im- 
portant points. 

Some of these battlements were 
built over the fragments of Athenian 
art. The Turks took what they need- 
ed for battlements. In this way the 
Propylea or gateway of the Acropolis 
was ruined and many of the capitals 
were sawed from their columns. The 
ruin extended to other monuments. 


Lord, Elgin. visited the Acropolis 
and noted its steady wastage. in 
1687 the Venetians had dropped a 
destructive shell in the Parthenon 
and hed undertaken to remove the 
figures of the western pediment, 
clumsily dropping several of them. 
Other sculptures fell from their 
places. 

The history of the Acropolis in its 
Jater period might be written in 
terms of accidents. It would have 
seemed reasonable for the Venetians 
to. try to dismantle the eastern end, 
having failed at the western. But 
they did not. Thus the eastern ped- 
iment remained intact until Lord El- 
gin came to Athens. He was im- 
pressed by the beauty of this heroic 
group, depicting the birth of Athena. 
Looking upon it, Lord Elgin may 
be credited only with the desire to 
preserve to mankind a work of such 
noble genius. Furthermore, political 
unheavals might at any moment de- 
stroy the existing vestiges of the 
glory that was. 

Stripping the Parthenon. 


So Lord Elgin determined to carry 
away the Phidian group, piece by 
piece. He stripped the Parthenon 
of large sections of its frieze, of 
meétopes and triglyphs and a part 
of the architrave. The yellowed, 
golden marble went into packing 
crates and sailed far over the seas 
to Hngland.

A step from the Propylea, jutting 
outward on a buttress, is the shrine 
of Nike Apteros or Wingless Vic- 
tory—smallest and most exquisite of 
the remaining Acropolis temples. It 
was restored about the middle of the 
last century by German scholars. 
More recent searching of the Acropo- 
lis has also yielded some of its miss- 
ing parts. 


Thus, in one way and another, the 
Acropolis can be restored to a sem- 
blance of its original perfection.

BRIEF NOTES OF THE ART WORLD 


SPECIAL ‘exhibition of all 

paintings executed in Constan- 

tinople by the Russian artist 
Dimitri Ismailovitch, now being 
shown at the Brooklyn Museum, 
ends Wednesday. Of chief inter- 
est in this exhibition is a series 
of accurate copies of frescoes and 
mosaics in the ancient Byzantine 
church Kahrie Djami in Stamboul. 
This church was restored by Theo- 
dor Metohit in 1306. In the fifteenth 
century it was converted into a 
mosque by the Moslems, whereupon 
the frescoes and mosaics were white- 
washed. A Turkish ruler, Abdul 
Aziz, had the whitewash removed 
some years ago. 

Mr. Ismailovitch spent a long time 
in Constantinople, reproducing the 
frescoes and mosaics. He has copied 
in their present condition the figure 
paintings and ornamental borders, 
and it is said that his work has been 
so successful that if anything hap- 
pened to the mosque today the work 
could be perfectly reproduced. Mr. 
Ismailovitch also is showing a num- 
ber of sketches and still-life studies.

Now the. researches of the psycholo- 
gist show that if our impression of 
the gifted child is that of a little 
adult, old before his time, deprived 
of the joys of his childhood and 
forced to a hot-house development, 
which later proves injurious, this is 
due to the fact that such cases have 
received wide publicity while the 
large number of wholesomely gifted 
children has been ignored. 

A Thousand Children Studied. 

Ina California investigation di- 
reeted by Dr. Lewis M. Terman, an 
educational psychologist, 1,000 gifted 
children were finally sifted out of a 
total school population of more than. 
a quarter of a million. The largest 
number of superior children came 
from Los Angeles, but Berkeley and 
Alameda showed the highest propor- 
tion, with one superior child in each 
100 children examined. 

At the e time that the superior 
children being studied, experi- 
ments were also being made upon av- 
erage children to provide what the 
experimenters call a “control” group 
with which the superior children 
could be directly l. Profes- 
sor Terman regards the study of the 
gifted children as en attempt to dis- 
cover the sources of mental super- 
iority; and he thinks that such e dis- 
covery might throw light on the 
problem of increasing the supply of 
superior ability. He feels that we 
have no idea of the possibilities of 
training individuals who have unu- 
sual ability, that we do not know 
what level of achievement may be 
reached. 

Dr. Edward L. Thorndike, who is 
a pioneer in this and similar work, 
long ago pointed out that not one of 
us reaches his fullest development or 
realizes all his capacities. Dr. Ter- 
man writes in his “Genetic Studies 
in Genius’: “In the gifted child ne- 
ture has moved far back the usual 
limits of educability, but the realms 
thus thrown open to the educator are 
still terra incognita. It is time to 
move forward, explore and consoli- 
date.” ! 

How Children Were Picked. 

The careful, detatied study of the 
1,000 gifted children is a first step

Whittier Seale, with a méan index 
of 22.9 for the gifted and 13.9 for the

Parents of the Gifted. 
Parents of gifted children ‘were 


found, on an average, to have com- 
pleted or reached the twelfth grade, 
while grandparents had been hearly 
through the ninth grade. 


This in-| 
dicates, of course, a high level. of 


educational as eompared with the 
total population. The average parent 
of the gifted child has covered about 
twice as many school grades as has 
the average adult in the population 
at large. In addition to these educa- 
tional and social advantages provided 
by the parents of gifted children, 
libraries in the homes ranged up to 
6,000 volumes, with an average of 202. 


Not only for the immediate family 
but also for distant relatives it was 
found that as a rule the heredity of 
gifted children is superior to that 


of average children. Among eminent 
relatives are six signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, 
Presidents and two Vice Presidents 
of the United States, four Generals, 
two Supreme Court Judges, three 
artists,

two inventors. Nearly a 
fourth of the members of the Hall of 


Fame are among the relatives of the 


children examined. 
Vitel statistics concerning the fam- 
ilies of these children furnish a num- 


ber of important details. While in- 
fant mortality In gifted families ap- 
pears to be extremely low, the av- 
erage number of children for this 
stratum of society is far too low to 
maintain the stock and 50 per cent. 
lower than the average for the pre 


ceding generation. The average age 
of the father at the birth of a ~ifted 
child was 83.68 years, while for the 
mothers it was 29.01. A preponder 
ance of first-born gifted children is 
in agreement with Cattell’s figures 
on this subject. The longevity of 
the grandfathers is at least two and 
a half years more than the expected. 
Four parents and sixteen grandpar- 
ents or great-grandparents were re- 
ported as having had a record of in- 
sanity, but few other cases of heredi- 
ty defect were discovered. 
Gifted Ohild’s Superiority. : 
The gifted children were found

The one-sidedness of. gifted chil- 
dren is shown to be mythical. Un- 
evehiness in the abilities of gifted 
children is no more marked than it) 
is in the abilities of average children, 
according to Dr. Terman’s data. A 
considerable number of all children 
show specialization in their achieve- 
ments, and some children on énter- 
ing school show stich marked spe- 
cldlization in aptitudes that these 
should be taken into account in any 
scheme of vocational or educational 
guidance. Children of all levels of 
intelligence show rapid development 
of some abilities and slowness of 
others. The wnevenness of . the 
chart for the superior child resembles 
that of the average, except that it 
starts so much higher. 

Gifted children like abstract rath- 
er than practical subjects in school. 
They are more interested than are 
the “tontrol” children im literature 
and dramatics; less interestea in pen- 
manship and manual training or sew- 
ing. Gifted boys and girls have more 
interest In common than do “con- 
trol’. boys and girls, while sex dif- 
ferences are much greater in the sec- 
ond group. Gifted children have 
more enthusiasms than do average 
children, while their interests appear 
in general to be no less wholesome. 

The gifted child shows no defi- 
clency of play interests, and typi- 
cally possesses at 9 years a larger 
body of definite knowledge about 
plays and games than does the av-| 
erage child of 12.. If he devotes 
somewhat fewer hours per week to 
such activities, this is due to the 
wealth of other interests that he has 
developed. . 

Tt is not surprising that gifted chil- 
dren surpass unselected children in 
tests of honesty, trustworthiness and 
other moral traits, since a certain 
amount of positive correlation is to 
be expected between intelligence and 
character. The gifted child of 9 ap- 
pears to have reached a level of char- 
acter development corresponding 
roughly to that of unselected children 
of 14. On tests of honesty the boys 
made a better showing than did the 
girls, but on most tests the girls were 
ahead of the boys. 

Since only averages have been men- 
tioned it is perhaps well to point out 
that gifted children show occasional 
examples of unfortunate development 
along one line or another. At least | 
one out of five has more faults than 
has the average child, while perhaps 
one out of twenty presents a more or 
léss serious problem in some respect. 

Professor Terman makes few pre 
dictions as to the future -of these 
gifted children. He does not, how- 
ever, expect a majority of them to 
attain to any considerable degree of 
eminence. He thinks that these 
gifted boys may, a few decades 
hence, be fairly compared with the 
twenty-five or fifty leading citizens 
in a city of 25,000. What the future 
holds for these children cannot be 


told, but it is eventually to

Automatic Device Flashed Call Letters When 
Operator Was Not Sending Messages—Flight 
Of NC Boats Is Recalled 


HE radio flashes from.Comman- 

der Richard E. Byrd’s America 

recalled to radio operators the 
pioneer. voyage of the NC4-and 
her sister ships, in 1919, when they. 
sailed up the coast ‘to Newfoundland 
and then out across the sea toward 
the Azores. ‘Planes that have set out 
for Europe since the days of the NC-4 
flight discarded radio equipment to 
gaye weight. They soared into the 
air without a voice to tell their 
whereabouts .and then. dashed out 
over the Atlantic while an anxious 
world wondered where they were and 
if all was well. With the NC boats 
and the America it was different. 
While the planes sped along at a 
100-mile clip the .Tadio waves. radi-' 
ated from the planes rushed toward 
shore at. the speed of 186,000 miles a. 
second, revealing the fliers’ location 
instantaneously. 


When the NC-4 was forced to drop 
te the surface of the sea off Chat- 
ham the radio was silenced, but land 
stations had been taking compass 
bearings on the signals from the time 
that the aviators hopped off at Rock- 
away. The_final bearing taken on 
the plane ‘before she descended was 
broadcast. to destroyers. They rushed 
in that direction and found the crip- 
pled machine early next morning 
traveling toward Chatham Light un- 
der her own power but on the sur- 
face of the sea. When the NC boats 
left Trepessay Bay their signals were 
beard at Otter Cliffs, Bar Harbor, 
Me.,. until the planes were hovering 
in the.fog near the Azores. 

Captain Charles Nungesser’s White 
Bird carried no radio; neither ‘did 
Colonel ~ Charles Ai Lindbergh's 
Spirit of. St.. Louis, nor did the 
Columbia, piloted by Clarence CHam- 
berlin.

The antenna, was a No. 18 bare 
copper wire carrying a three-pound 
weight on the end. It was reeled 
out to a length of about 450 feet be- 
low the .machine. In place of a 
ground, connection was made to the 
metal framework of the plane, which 
acted as an efficient counterpoise. 

Power for the transmitter, and to 
charge the storage battery, was sup- 
plied by a wind-driven electric gen- 
erator mounted underneath the plane 
about five feet behind the centre pro- 
peller. The power. was furnished by 
a. Single-blade fan, .the rotation 
ajispeed of which was regulated at ap- 
| proximately 4,000 revolutions a min- 
ute regardless of the forward speed 
of the plane. This was effected by 
means of.a centrifugal governor. The 
fan was carefully counterbalanced 
and delivered about two-thirds of a 
horsepower generator. 

All switching in, the radio circuits 
was done by a combined gang switch 
totally enclosed in a flameproof bake- 
lite box with only a handle project- 
ing. This precaution-was' taken so 
that gasoline ‘fumes if they reached 
the radio compartment would not be 
ignited “by~ elect?ic sparks at ‘the 
switch blades or contacts. 

In addition™to extensive radio equip- 
ment in the’ plane proper, an emer- 
gency transmitting set was carried 
which could be rated from the 
emergency rafts.

I personally think that’ these 
fans do’ not know how to tune their 
sets,'as, in a recent test, with an an- 
tiquated three-tube set, I was able 
to bring in either of these’ stations 
without’ interference of any kind 
from the other on the loud-speaker. 

*‘Not more than two or three listen- 
ers have told me. that they” have 
heard . whistles: Perhaps these are 
caused by. regenerative sets in their 
neighborhood or it may be two sta- 
tions heterodyning.

It is the object of the present arti- 
cle to show: that it is quite unneces- 
sary for this purpose to deviate in 
any essential feature from ordinary 
practices and experiences of naval 
architects and aviators. It can be 
shown that a workable solution is ob- 
tainable on the basis of the technical 
means now at our disposal and with- 
out borrowing from the possibilities 
of future development. 

The distance from St. John’s in 
Newfoundland to Cape Clear in Ire- 
land is about 1,800 miles, which 
makes it necessary for planes thus 
far developed to carry so

The ‘conservative solution of the 
problem herewith presented may 
seem commonplace, but it has the ad- 
vantage of simplicity, and risks and 
expenses can be fairly well estimated 
beforehand.

R centuries the North Pole of 
the earth has cast its spell and 
many brave men have gone to 
their death in futile attempts 
to attain it. After repeated failures, 
Admiral Peary in 1909 reached the 
North Pole by dog sled across the 
frozen, surface of the Arctic Ocean. 
Last. year Commander Byrd, by air- 
plane, and Captain Amundsen, in a 
dirigible airship, passed over the 
North Pole. 

Many curious but erroneous notions 
have been continuously held about 
the ends of the earth’s axis of rota- 
tion, the geographic poles. Not 
without some excuse, the North Pole 
has been thought to be the most dif- 
ficult point to reach on the face of 
the earth; but, as Stefansson has 
pointed out, the pole of relative in- 
accessibility lies between the North 
Pole and Alaska, and this was ap- 
proached by Amundsen in 1926. 

It is also a common error to sup- 
pose that the North Pole is the cold- 
est place in the Northern Hemi- 
sphere. There are places in Siberia 
and in British America where the 
Winter cold is much greater, and 
along the northern coasts of both 
these countries the Winter tempera- 
ture is warmer when the witid blows 
from the direction of the Nerth Pole 
ahd colder when it blows from the 
south, out of the interior of the con- 
tinent. 

In both Summer and Winter the 
north pole of cold lies in the interior 
of Greenland, where also is located 
the north pole of the winds, Here 
are born our northern sterms which 
sweep out over the Atlantic steam- 
ship lanes and the future routes of 
airplanes and dirigibles between 
America and Europe, 


An Ice-Capped, Unknown Land. 


Greenland stretches out in a north 
and south direction for 1,200 miles 
and is about half as broad. Except 
for a narrow ribbon near the coast, 
the land is buried deep under ice, 
which takes the form of a flat dome, 
like the back of a watch, rising near- 
ly two miles into the air. The slopes | 
of this dome are difficult to ascend, 
because the ice is here much cracked 
and broken, and during the Summer 
streams of water course over its sur- 
face: but once the central plateau 
has been reached one can travel for 
days over a level surface with only 
the sky above the white expanse of 
snow beneath—what Peary called the 
‘imperial highway.” 

Bven in midsummer the tempera- 
ture of the air over the snow in the 
interior of Greenland has been found 
to be as low as 80 degrees below | 
zero. What it may be in the Winter 
no one knows, for no one has yet 
ventured in at that season. No life 
of any kind exists over the “Great 
Ice,”’ and one must travel by sled, 
taking all supplies with one.

Causes of Earth's Climate. 


about we should bear in mind that 
the circulation of our atmosphere is 
caused primarily by differences of 
temperature over different parts of 
its surface. One may illustrate this 
by supposing a long and narrow room 
to have a heater in the centre and 
cakes of ice at either end. Hot air 
rises from the heater and passes 
along the ceiling to elther end, then 
descends over the ice cakes and re- 
turns along the floor to the heater. 
In the econémy of the earth the 
heater is a belt near the Equator, 
and the ice cakes are the vast ice 
masses that mantle over Greenland 
and the Antarctic continent. With- 
out these vast refrigerating regions 
the contrasts of temperature would 
be small and the vigor of the at- 
mospheric circulation, greatly re- 
duced. 
Striking confirmation of our con- 
clusion that the earth has generally 
possessed a much milder average cli- 
mate and been without marked cll- 


remains found entombed in rocks. 
Today the climatic zones set up bar- 
tiers to the migration of the more 
delicate plants along the north and 
south directions and restrict those 
plants that cannot endure frost to 
the tropical and subtropical belts. 
Yet throughout almost the entire 
time since plants first made their 
appearance on the earth they have 
migrated practically without such 
restraint, and it has been concluded 
that the characteristic climate for 
the world history as a whole has 
been a very humid one, such as is 
now described as subtropical. 

Far north of the Arctic Circle in 
Greenland are found fossil plants 
allied to the palms and leaves of a 
species of breadfruit tree which can 
with difficulty be distinguished from 
the commonly known breadfruit tree 
of the tropics today... The delicate 
coal plants are also found in the 
rocks of the Antarctic continent, 
well to.the south of the Antarctic 
Circle. 

For brief periods only of the past, 
geologically speaking, the distribu- 
tion of the plants betrays restraints 
set by the climatic conditions. These 
periods are known to geologists as 
the Permian and the Pleistocene ex-, 
tending into the present, and they 
are the only periods since plants 
made their appearance on earth from 
which we have the evidence that 
there were continental glaciers like 
those of Greenland and the Ant- 
arctic. 


Home-Brewed Weather. 


Accustomed as we are to the chang- 
ing winds and the variations in 
weather brought to us out of the 
wes. by a continuous progression of 
whirls in the atmosphere, Greenland 
has in store for us another surprise. 
Its weather is wholly of its own mak- 
ing—it is “home brew.’’ Admiral 
Peary first made the discovery that 
the wind practically always blows 
down the slope of the ice coming 
from the remote interior.. When, in 
1892, he made his record-breaking 
sledge journey of 1,400 miles across 
Greenland, he was surprised to find

The aver- 
page wind véldcity at Kis station was 
not less than 50 miles an hour for 
the entire four years, and for weeks. 
continuously the average velocity 
was 90 miles an hour. Gust ve- 
locities were as high as 250 miles an 
hour. The roar of the wind was 
deafening, and the air was so filled 
with driving snow as to be ‘‘fluid- 
thick.*’

temperature is far below zero and! 
the wind has blown over hundreds of 
miles of even colder snow, near 
the margin of the mass it is much 
less severe than might perhaps be 
expected. This is because the air in 
coming rapidly down the slope has 
been warmed through its condénsa- 
tién, “just as air is warmed “when 
pumped into a tire. 

On Aug. 1, 1926, with my exploring 
party, I attempted to advance over | 
the margin of the ice cap of Green- 
land with a stormy southeast wind 
blowing out from the interior, where 
the air temperature was probably 30 
degrees below zero. Though we 
could with difficulty advance against 
the wind, which had blown over hun-., 
dreds of miles of the snow surface, it 
was so warm that we found our 
gioves uncomfortable and removed 
them. The air was not only warm 
but dry, and the sky clear, as it is 
when the similar “chinook’’ wind 
blows down the east slope of the 
Rocky Mountaims or the “foehn’’ 
down the north slope of the Alps. 

These great blows from the Green- 
land interior appeaf to move outward 
across the Atlantic lanes of ocean 
travel from America to Europe, and 
if from a weather station on the 
Greenland shore a wireless message 
is sent out that a severe storm is 
already on its way, it should thus be 
possible to warn ships at sea and in| 
harbor of the adverse weather condi- 
tions that are coming.

Movies, ‘money, madness—these 
words sum up Hollywood for many. 
Phe enormous salaries paid, the 
prodigious cost of pictures, the fan- 
tastic luxuries of life among movie 
folk overpower the modest man’s 
imagination. The ordinary human 
being expects to make less in a life- 
time than a screen star makes in a 


year. When he reads about Holly-| 


wood he has a dazzling vision of a’ 
gilded, gay pandemonium. 

But movie-making is a busincss. 
Tt is a matter of capital, costs and 
profits, just as knitting socks and 
selling them is a business. The only 
difference is one of size and stabili- 
zation. The movie business is larger. 
looser, less calculable. That is all. 

But that is a lot. It is dizzying 
even to, contemplate..the huge 
amounts of money involved and the 
uncertainty of any particular: invest- 
ment. The whole seems to present 
an aspect of chaos out of which no 
order can come. Truly, it. would 
seem, ‘“‘movies, money, madness’’ 
sums it up. 


Stabilizing the Movies. 


But .that is the bewildered out- 
sider’s view. Movie-making remains 
a business, and the men at the head 
of it are bringing it under contro). 
They are aiming at organization, 
stabilization, and they are coming 
nearer and nearer to the mark. By 
its véry nature picture production 
will always remain uncertain, erratic 
to a degree; but the degree can be 
progressively diminished. The busi- 
ness can be steadied, its elements of 
uncertainty confined within reason- 
able limits. This can be done now 
better than ever before because, with 
the merging of big companies and 
the consolidation of interests; the 
industry is practically in the hands 
of a group of men who can sit 
around a luncheon table set for 
twelve... These men_.are: 

Adolph Zukor, President; Jesse L. 
Lasky, Vice President, and Sidney R. 
Kent, general manager of the Para- 
mount Famous Lasky Corporation; 
Marcus Loew, President, and Nicho-

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If they see waste and extravagance 
in a business, they do not put money 
into it. When the film men first be- 
gan to go to Wall Street for money 
some years ago, they encountered 
this attitude, and some reforms and 
retrenchment resulted. They have 
been going to Wall Street more and 
more of late, as their business has 
been -expanding, and the need for 
further reforms and greater re- 
trenchment has been agreed upon by 
all concerned. The thing that has 
impressed itself upon both film men 
and bankers is the outstanding fact 
that net income has not kept pace 
with production costs. 

‘The net income from pictures has 
not been sufficient because costs 
have mounted too high,’’ said Mr. 
Lasky the other day. ‘‘We have been 
spending too much for what we have 
been getting, and we cannot. go on 
this way any longer.’’ 


; Growth of the Industry. 

This attitude is understandable if 
one considers the motion picture 
business, its size, the suddenness of 
its growth and the unevenness of its 
rapid expansion. 

Edwin 8. Porter made ‘“The Great 
Train Robbery,’ the first ‘‘feature’’ 
film, in 1903, just twenty-four years 
ago. There was hardly any film busi- 
ness then, In the next few years 
there were a few short-reel features 
in the hands of a few small-time 
showmen, but by 1907-—only twenty 
years ago—the business was still a 
matter of nickels and nickelodeons. 

The Film Year Book of 1927, how- 
ever, quotes $1,500,000,000 as the in- 
vestment .in .the business . today. 
Other estimates place the total at 
billion more. The industry. is. com- 
monly recognized as the fourth larg- 
est in the United States. There are 
more than 20,000 motion picture the- 
atres in. the..country, attended by 
some 17,000,000 people a day..It has 
been estimated that these people pay 
a billion dollars'a year for their en- 
tertainment,; to which must be added 
$400,000,000 paid by the rest of the 
world. 

Sixty-eight theatres in the fifteen 
largest cities of the country grossed 
$47,000,000 in 1826, aecording to daily 
box office records kept by Variety,

' lew Salaries Have Risen. 


Wallace Reid was one of the most 
popular stars ever on the screen, and 
at the time of his death, in January, 
1923, he was receiving $2,500 a week, 
the most he ever got. Richard Dix, 
who may be cc sd his succes- 


sor, though it is doubtful if he has, 


yet equaled Reid’s popularity; has 
doubled that salary, according to re- 
liable information. Thomas Meighan, 
a contemporary of Reid’s, whose sal- 
ary was on a par with. his when 
Reid was alive, now. gets in the 
neighborhood of $7,000 a week. Pola 
Negri is said to be paid $6,000 and 
Bebe Daniels something approach- 
ing it. 

It is understandable, . therefore; 
why the present economy drive is 
directed primarily against salaries. 
Stars and other players have been 
asked to accept cuts of from 10 per 
cent. and 25 per cent., and, although 
they are under contracts and cannot 
be docked unless they agree, the 
producers. think they will be ame 
nable. Perhaps they will not. There 
is talk of resistance in Hollywood. 


The Actors’ Equity Association is on 
the ground ready to get into a 
fight, if one should start; but, even 
so, it seems inevitable that salaries 
in general must°come down. 

Not necessarily the salaries of 
popular stars, however. Any cut 
they accept is likely to be only tem- 
porary. The economy drive is not 
understood to mean that all salaries 
are to be definitely and permanently 
lower.. It simply means, according 
to observers, that they are to be re- 
duced to a point from -which re- 
adjustment can begin... Some of the 
extremely high salaries paid to,stars 
are considered a good investment. 

“ Stars and the Box: Office. 

Whatever one may think about it, 
the fact remains that names. have 
box office value. Movie fans flock 
by tens of thousands to sée a’ picture 
in’ which Norma’ Telmadge, Lillian 
Gish, Lon Chaney, Clara Bow, Gloria 
Swanson, John Barrymore, Colleen 
Moore or any of the other nationally 
accepted stars appear. The name of 
such a star on billboards and in 
newspaper advertisements is enough 
to draw them into theatres. A re- 
sponsible official. of one of the larger 
producing companies. has rental fig- 
ures to show that the name of a 
certain star is worth $300,000 a pic- 
ture to his firm. This ‘means that

The highest salaried actor in films 
is Tom Mix, William Fox’s cowboy 
star. -According to information that 
has every indication of reliability, he 
receives $17,000 a week, and Mr. Fox} 
has shown no anxiety about paying 
that much. Cowboy pictures are pop- 
ular all over the world, and Mix is 
the outstanding cowboy hero of old 
and young, 

In addition to these salaried stars 
there is an increasing number of 
players who produce their own pic- 
tures and share in the profits of 
them. Charlie Chaplin, Douglas Fair- 
banks, Mary Pickford, Harold Lioyd, 
Gloria Swanson and others are in 
this class. Many of them have amaz- 
ing incomes. Harold Lloyd, for ex- 
ample, had an income of $40,000 a 
week for many months last year, 
according to a trustworthy authority 
in Hollywood. 

Nor are stars the only ones in the 
large income class. Certain direc- 
tors, having demonstrated their abil- 
ity to turn out successful produc- 
tions with regularity, are 
highly paid..

CRUISER DISPUTE HINGES ON

ECENT discussions at Geneva 

concerning the relative merits 
R of 10,000-ton and /7,500-ton 

cruisers have called attention 
to the fact that the smaller type, 
with its shorter cruising radius, is 
most useful to the sea power which 
has the most complete system of 
naval bases. While the tripartite 
naval conference was not called upon 
to consider matters other than. of ton- 
nage and armament, and while the 
British delegation would oppose put- 


the agenda, the attitude of -the re- 
spective American, Japanese and 
British representatives on the cruiser 
issue rests so largely on the matter 
of naval bases that it has not been 
possible to keep the subject out of 


Bases are to sea power what track- 


naval power but useless without dry- 
docks, arsenals, fuel facilities and 


| fortifications which only a base can/| 


‘supply. Moreover, as a: vital factor 
of sea warfare is the control of com- 
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for the mounting of guns not exceed- 
ing 6-inch calibre.’ 

It is therefore partly to assure 
tactical superiority over armed mer- 
chantmen that our naval authorities 
insist on the retention of the 10,000- 
ton cruiser with its 8-inch guns. But 
lack of accessible bases would make 
smaller types of vessels incapable of 
inflicting much damage along the 
trade routes, and in view of Britain’s 
far-flung system of bases American 
and Japanese naval authorities urge 
that the only answer to these eo- 
graphical facts is in the construction 
of fast, powerfully armed 10-000-ton 
cruisers. 

Of the three powers taking part in 
the Geneva conference, Great Britain 
is the only one which has a world- 
wide system of commercial and naval

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An Electric Service That Does Its Work Accyrately—the Motor-Driven Fruit Grader.

NE of the greatest experiments 
in the history of agriculture, 
perhaps the very greatest, is 
now being made with the as- 
sistance of farmers in twenty-three 
States. Electricity is to be intro- 
duced in agriculture. Farms are to 
become crop factories. A switch is 
to be pulled, a button pressed, where- 
upon distant waterfalis or steam tur- 
bines are to grind feed, pump water, 
milk cows, shell corn and saw wood 
on the farm. Back-breaking drudgery 
in house and field is iargely to dis- 
appear. 

We once heard that it was isolation 
that made farm life unbearable. Iso- 
lation? There are millions of miles 
of fine reads stretching into the 
country end hundreds of thousands 
of farmers speeding over them in 
automohiles in weekly visits to near- 
by towns. Almost every farm has its 
telephone. Radio brings to the 
prairies the jazz and sytiphonic mu- 
wie of the big cities. Not isolation, 
but small profits, toll from sunrise 
to sunset and living conditions that 
have been obsolete in cities for more 
than a generation drive farmers to 
the factory. Eight hours a day and 
high wages in the city versus four- 
teen hours on the farm and less pay 
than a ditch-digger would receive— 
the choice is easily made. 


Mechanical Farm Siaves. 


What the farmer needs are me- 
chanical slaves to perform his work 
tor him. A factory worker has 30 to 
4) horsepower at his disposal—the 
equivalent to 300 or 400 human 
slaves. The furmer has an average 
of less than 5 horsepower working 
for him. His gasoline engines can 
not completely relieve him and his 
wite of drudgery. Only electricity is 
adaptable enough to perform all 
tasks, and electricity has been out 
of the farmer's financial reach. As 
Steinmetz once put it: ‘‘Hlectricity is 
expensive because it is hot generally 
used, and it is not generally used be- 
cause it is expensive.”

A Committee on the Relation of 
Electricity to Agriculture was 
formed. It is composed of nineteen 
members, representing the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the Department 
of Commerce, the Department of the 
Interior, the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the National Grange, the 
National Electric Light Association, 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs, the American Society of Agri- 
cultura! Engineers, the Individual 
Piant Manufacturers, the Nationai 
Association of Farm Implement Man- 
ufacturers and the American Home 
Economics Association. 

The Problem to Bo Solved. 

It must not be supposed that this 
committee determined to bring elec- 
tricity to the farm by effecting some 
compromise betweeh the fafmer’s 
conception of a fair rate for current 
and the power company’s. There 
was evidence enough that the lowest 
rate that the most philanthropic pow- 
er company could charge would still 
be too high for the farmer, and 
there was evidence, too, that more 
uses must be found for electricity in 
agriculture than even the farmer 
dreamed of~profitable uses. The ex- 
perience of Far Western ranches, all 
electrified, was no guide to what 
could be accomplished with power in 
New Engiand or the South. In the 
Weat electricity is indispensable for 
irrigation. The pumps alone consume 
enough current to pay the cost of 
rendering electric sérvice and leave 
@ profit besides. Lights, vacuum 
cleaners, cream separators—these are 
mére accéssories in the ¢yés of the 
Westefn power company. 

So this cOmmittée of expert econ- 
omists, engineers and authorities on 
agricultural methods decided that the 
facts must firat be gathered to show 
what electricity could do under 
widely varying. conditions, hew it 
compares in cost with animal and 
human power and what new types 
of motors and farm machines are 
Without these facts there 
would be reckless and costly experi- 
menting by farmers and manufactur- 
img companies. [If all the farms in 
the United States, excluding those 
wholly isolated, were supplied with 
électric service, some 2,000,000 miles 
of additional rural lines would have 
to Be built at a cost of $2,500,000,000. 
Add three times as much for e¢lec- 


by energetic, progressive, ambitious 
men. From ten to twenty farms are 
connected with a power line erected 
to supply current to buildings. Eilec- 
tric machines are installed to elevate 
grain, cut eénsilagé, grind feed, 
thrash, hoist, milk cows, mix con- 
crete, pump water, saw wood, hatch 
eggs, wash clothes and heat water, 
and thus reduce farming and house- 
keeping to pulling switches and 
pushing buttons, so far as that is 
possible. | 
Experts Are in Charge. 

A Professor of Agricultural Engi- 
neering is in direct charge of each 
State experiment. It is his duty to 
make sure that the apparatus is 
properly used and that records are 
accurately kept. All told, six groups 
usually cooperate—the farm orzgani- 
gations of the State, the farmers 
who afe supplied With eleétridcity, 
the State Agricultural College, the 
power companies and the menufac- 
tulrérs Whe heave ifstalied machines, 
to be paid. for only if they are sat- 
isfactory. 

The engineering and economic 
precision with which these exper!- 
ments in twenty-three States are 
being conducted may be. gleaned 
from the bulietins published from 
time to time by the Committee on 
the Relation of Electricity te Agri- 
culture. Take the matter of grading 
applies, for example. To compete with 
the South and the West, New BEne- 
jand orchardists must grade and pack 
fruit attractively. A good apple- 
grader costs as much as §750. .Is it 
better to purchase such a machine 
and take it ffom farm to farm ¢o 
that it may pay for itself in rent, or 
to haul apples to a cotmmunity or 
commercial packing house? The 
director of the New Hampshire ex- 
periment will know by thé énd of 
this yéar. 

Fruits and nuts are now died on 
farms of the Far West by gas and 
oil heat, the heated air being circu- 
lated by an electrically driven fan. 
Can electricity be substituted for the 
gas and oil? Cooperative studies and 
testa were made in California by 
Professor W. A. Christie of the Uni- 
versity of California for power corm- 
panies, manufacturers of dehydra- 
tors and walnut growers. BEilectricity 
proved to be nearly twice as efficient. 
The West will eventually dry prunes, 
hops and nuts electrically. 

Uses of Electricity.

old, and by no means fireproof, 
: is housed probably the most valu- 

able college collection of ancient 
manuscripts in the world. It is un- 
insured, because being irreplacable, 
no valuation could cover the loss of 
this priceless library. The manu- 
scripts, together with many rare 
books, are the pride of Corpus Chris- 
ti College, established 575 years ago 
and one of the earliest as well as 
one of the smallest’ of England's’ 
Cambridge University group. 

The richest gems in the library are 
the illuminated documents and books 
gathered from all corners of Png- 
land and from other countries at the 
direction of Matthew Parker, Queen 
Elizabeth’s Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, in the days when churches and 
monasteries were yielding up their 
treasures. These were presented to 
the college, of which Parker was a’ 
noted master. 


Sir Edwyn Hoskyns, the librarian, 
explained to an American visitor re- 
cently the precautions taken to pre- 
vent a fire within the building. He 
said that the menace lies in a con- 
flagration that might sweep the en- 
tire quadrangle. _The anxiety of the 
Corpus Christi authorities has led to. 
stringent regulations, prohibiting any 
form of artificial light within the 
library building, which is not wired 
for electricity nor piped for gas. No 
lamps are used and one may not even 
light a candle. 
.. »The old court .of Corpus Christi is 

known as the only bit of medieval 
scholastic architecture surviving, in 
other than fragmentary form, in any 
of the old universities. Here, during 
the days of Henry VIIT, many of the 
“Gospeliers,’”’” who laid the founda- 
tion of the English Reformation, as- 
sembled. Some of them, like Dus- 
gate and Wishart, lost their lives for 
their opinions, while others, includ- 
ing Matthew Parker, lived to do their 
share in translating the Scriptures. 
Many of the reformers were driven 
from the college during the reign 
of Mary, but when Elizabeth came 
to the throne she ttirned to Corpus 
Christi for her foremost advisers, 
selecting Parker and Sir Nicholas 
Bacon. Through this fortuitous cir- 
cumstance the college acquired many 
of the treasures of which it Is so 
proud. 

Work of Matthew Parker. 

Matthew Parker became a Fellow 
of Corpus Christi College in 1527 and 
went through a long course of study. 
Cardinal Woolsey invited him to join 
the staff of his new college at Ox- 





ford, but Parker’s Cambridge friends 


| 
prevailed upon him to decline. In’ 
1535 he was appointed Chaplain to 
Anne Boleyn, and in 1587 to Henry 
VIII, whom he served for seven 
years, 

Parker’s great collection in the 


Archbishop 
of Canterbury. Strype, the historian, 
describes him as a “mighty collector 
of books.’”” His love for historic 
books and manuscripts amounted al- 
most to a passion. He contributed 
much to his collection by his habit of 
preserving and binding official docu- 
ments, now of great historic value. 
A large number of the manuscripts 
reached Archbishop Parker as gifts. 

The manner in which he acquired 
a priceless folio manuscript of Homer 
is described by his Latin secretary: 
“A&A baker of Canterbury rescued. it 
from among some waste paper re- 
maining from St. Augustine’s mon- 
astery after the expulsion of the 
monks, and the Archbishop welcomed 
it as a “monstrous treasure.'’’ In a 
somewhat similar way Parker ob- 
tained other ancient manuscripts 
and books. 

Anglo-Saxon Treasures. 

To American scholars the Parker 
collection is. probably best known 
for its wealth of Anglo-Saxon litera- 
ture, of which the most famous is 
the .Anglo-Saxon ‘‘Chronicle,’’ com- 
piled at. Winchester until 1001 and 
thereafter at Christ Church. Can- 
terbury. The célebrated copy of the 
Four Gospels in the Vulgate, de 
scribed by an atithority as ‘‘the most 
interesting manuscript in England,’’ 
was—according to tradition—one of 
the volumes. sent from Rome by Pope 
Gregory the Great for the use of St. 
Augustine, the first Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

The Peterborough Psalter, largest 
and finest of a rich collection of 
pealters, contains twenty-four illus- 
trations of the fourteenth century 
period. The “‘Chronicle,’’ illustrated 
by Matthew Paris, historiographer 
of St.. Albans Abbey, contains a pic- 
ture. of the murder of Thomas 4a 
Becket. . The Psychomachia of Pru- 
dentius, a manuscript of the eleventh 
century from Malmesbury Abbey, is 
well known for its vigorous series of 


eighty-nine drawings by a Saxon 
artist. 


A volume of autograph letters of 
his . contemporaries includes the 
names of Edward VI, of Luther, Cal- 
vin and Colet and of nearly every 
other notable character of the Refor- 
mation era. The volume also con- 
tains personal letters to Bishop 
Parker from John Fox and Sir Henry

Such a potential Hall.ot Fame may 
have been the spirit, if not the sctual 
letter, of the°Chamber’s own inten- 
tion in the assembling of these paint- 
ings. The of its first portrait 
was definitely honorary! This. was 
in 1772. ‘The collection thus covers 
a longer span, by some fifteen years, 
than does the Constitution of the 
United States. The same spirit of 
tribute. actuated the choice of all the 
subsequent portraits, the most recent 
of which was accepted a few weeks 
ago. The gallery possesses, there- 
fore, er re 
tality of youth, 

The ‘Colden Portrait. 

The 1772 portrait is of Cadwalader 
Colden, who--was then Lieftitenant 
(and Acting) Governor of the Colony 
of New York under George III. It 
hangs today in a place of honor di- 
rectly above the President’s chair in 
the great hall and still bears the 
mark of a bayonet gash received 
from a Hessian, who thought the 
portrait the image of ‘‘some Rebell.’”’ 

The succeeding portraits virtually 
parallel the growth of the Republic 
as a going business concern. The 
life pages of this illustrious company 
if bound in a single volume would 
go to compose a national business 
bandbook with very little left out. 

All in all, it is rather an unforget- 
able experience, visiting the great 
hall of portraits. A gentle light 
comes down from the glass of the 
half-domed ceiling and warms itself 
against the spacious mahogany quad- 
rilateral of empty seats around the 
walls upon which the pictures are 
hung. In this atmosphere of quiet 
and of reverie the portraits\seem to’ 
take on an illusion ofTife.

It seems worthy to remark ‘that’ in 
keeping with an American tradition, 
all of the thirty-seven men, with the 
exception of two or three, were ‘‘self- 
made.’’ Many of them came as poor 
boys to New York. 

It is now customary for each execu- 
tive to present his own portrait to 
the Chamber immediately upon his 
retirement. Among the more recent 
received in this way are portraits of 
‘Eugenius H. Outerbridge, Alfred E. 
Marling, Darwin P. Kingsley, Irving 
T. Bush and Frederick H. Ecker. 
The.front wall of.the hall is reserved 
exclusively for these past Presidents, 
Cadwalader Colden being the only 
outsider. 


Adding to Gallery. 

The Chamber now accepts portraits 
under a set procedure. An Advisory 
Committee on Portraits has been cre- 
ated to weigh all nominations and re- 
| port its recommendations to ‘the Bx- 
ecutive Committee for final action. 
With few exceptions only portraits of 
those who have passed on are con- 
sideréd, and a rule has been adopted 
that’ once a portrait is hung ft is not 
to leave the Liberty Street “building. 
The portrait of Alexander Hamilton 
was once injured while in the cus- 
tody of a borrower and the Chamber 
is taking no more chances. 

The Cadwalader Colden portrait is 
intimately associated with the found- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce, 
launched in Fraunces Tayern by 
some twenty leading merchants on 
April 5, 1768. .It received its royal 
charter on March 13, 1770. Grateful 
to Governor Colden for his friendly 
aid in the obtaining of the charter; as 
well as for the interest he had mani- 
fested in the affairs of the new 
organization throughout, the charter 
members decided to preserve his por- 
trait on their wall. 

In 1771, “‘there being a good lim- 
ner in town,’’ they prevailed upon 
their patron to give the requisite sit- 
tings, and the likeness was completed 
the following year... The official min- 
utes of the Chamber for Oct.-6, 1772, 
record that Jolin’ Cruger, the. first 
President, ‘‘exhibited Mr. Pratt’s 
(Matthew Pratt] account, amounting 
to 87 pounds, for taking Governor 
Colden’s portrait in full length, to be 
placed in the Chamber.”’ 


The First Canvas. 


At the next meeting, the minutes 
show, the bill was ordered to be paid 
and a committee was appointed to 
“eaeree for a Frame.’’

Copy of Athenaeum Portrait. 


The Chamber’s replica is listed as 
No. 91 in the record of Stuart ““Wash- 
ingtons’’ compiled by Lawrence 
Park. It was copied by the artist 
from the original which Stuart paint- 
ed at. Germantown, Pa., in 1796. This 
original is known as the ‘‘Athenaeum 
portrait; getting its name from the 
Boston Athenaeum which obtained’ 
it in 1831. The Athenaeum in turn

NE HUNDRED years ago New 
York abolished @lavery within 
its borders. ‘The history of 
slavery here before that is for- 

gotten now, but it existed for 200 
years. The Dutch started it by im- 
porting negroes early in their coloni- 
zation of New Netherlands. Negroes

bonds of slavery. On Jan. 27, 1817) 
he sent a special message to the Leg- 
islature recommending the entire 
abolition of domestic slavery in the 
State to take effect on July 4, 1827. 

Thesrecommendation was approved 
and e statute enacted so that the in- 
stitution ..no longer’ had legal exist- 
‘ence’ In‘the State, although slave 
trading and fugitive slave hunting 
kept the people,in constant turmoil 
over the fuldamental issue between 
free labor and slave labor. 

The law sponsored by Governor 
Tompkins was not put into effect 
until the administration of his rival, 
De Witt Clinton. The liberating 
clawse in the final decree against 
slavery, as signed by Governor Clin- 
ton, read: 

And be it further enacted that 
every negro, mulatto or mustee 
within the State, born before July 
4, 1799, shall from and after the 
4th day of July, 1827, be free. 

This act freed the older slaves as 

the earlier one had liberated the 
younger. All colored folk were in- 
cluded. The group of ‘‘mustee’’ men- 
tioned in the law was of Spanish 
and negro extraction, the word be- 
ing a Yankee corruption of ‘‘mes- 
tizo.’”’ 

After the abolition of slavery New 
York continued to be the centre of a 
great slave traffic. Opposition to 
giving up the slaves was only shat~- 
tered finally by the Civil War. 

“Blackbirding,’’ or the kidnapping 
peeroe for slaves, was a major 

fanch of Gommerce in spite of the 
solemn conyention between the Unit- 

ed States and Great Britain in 1808 
to end thé African slave traffic:

The First Cargo a Failure. 

Slaves helped build New York. 
The town was merely a trading post 
when the first cargo arrived. To the 
ehagrin of the Dutch West India 
Company, the settlers would buy very 
few slaves, and even the company’s 
grant of great patroonship estates 
failed to’ promote a plantation 
régime. The bulk of the slaves left 
on the company’s hands were em- 
ployed in erecting forts and tilling 
the land. 

In 1644 the company changed the 
status of these hegro laborers from 
slavery to tribute paying. It gave 
eleven of them their freedom on con- 
dition that each pay the company 


every year twenty-one bushels of 


grain and a hog. At the same time 


their children were to be the com-/j 


pany’s slaves. It was proposed by 


Governor Stuyvesant that negroes be} 


armed with tomahawks and sent in 
punitive expeditions against the In- 
dians, but nothing came of that.

The Virgin Islands of the United 
States, comprising St.’ Thomas, 8t. 
Croix and St. John, an area of 132 
square. miles, lie about 1,400 miles 
southeast of New York. They were 
discovered by Columbus during his 
second voyage, in 1493, and were at 
different times occupied by. Dutch, 
English, Spanish and Danish « set- 
tlers, the United States finally pur- 
chasing them for $25,000,000. and tak- 
ing possession on March 13, 1917. 

There has been considerable com- 
ment on this purchase, some going s0 
far as.to say that the United States 
gota squeezed lemon, The argument 
against this is that the United States 
bought the islands. primarily .as,.an 
outpost of defense, their, location be- 
ing such a strategic one that it was 
early realized what a menace they 
would be. in the hands of an. un- 
friendly nation. It should be taken 
into consideration that the cost of 
three good warships would far ex- 
ceed the price paid for. the. islands, 
and the maintenance of the ships 
would have to be taken into-account, 
plus the fact that their period of use- 
fulness would be comparatively short, 
whereas the Virgin Islands were ac- 
quired with the same object, viz., the 
national defense, and their useful- 
ness will continue for all time. 

On the part of the natives there is 
complaint that the United States 
bought the islands and then forgot 
them. This, however, is not borne 
out by the facts, for considerable at- 
tention has been given to the islands 
and their people by the national au- 


thorities. Congress has appropriated 
annually for assisting the insular 
Government approximately $280,000. 
A grant of some’$150;000 for building 
reservoirs was also provided, and the 


| last Congress passed a bill appropri- 


ating $100,000 for ‘building public 
highways’ in St. Thomas, which 
amount is not yet available, however, 
due to the failure of passage of the 
deficiency appropriations. 

By executive order the islands were 
placed by the late President Harding 
under the administrative control of 
the Navy Department, and a number 
of naval officers were'loaned to the 
civil Government. The complaint that 
these officers are not sympathetic 
toward: the natives is‘ not’ real, for, 
as a matter-of fact, they do their 
best, but they: are expected. to cor- 
rect ills that can only be corrected by 
Congressional enactments. The na- 
tives have, however, been calmed 
considerably since the passage of the 
bill: introduced by,’ Senator Willis 
making them citizens of the United 
States. 

The islands are just now suffering 
from economic ills. ‘The population, 
which ‘ten years ago was: approx!i- 
mately 26,000, has dwindled until it is 
now not more than 22,000. 

‘Time. was when the commeriial im- 
portance of St: Thomas far exceeded 
that of New York and prosperity was 
at its height. People‘were too busy 
making money to pay attention to 
anything else. St.'Thomas prospered 
from every revolution, whether it 
was in SouthiAmerica or Haiti, Santo 
Domingo, Mexico or anywhere else. 
Even during our own: Civil War the 
harbor of St.. Thomas was used for 
the transshipment of arms and other 
materials. It is' said that in those 
days fugitives ‘would arrive from the 
country in which revolution » had 
broken out with lange amounts of 
money and would settle there, most 
of them going into business. The 
massive stores stand to this day as 
evidence .of the earlier trade. 

The central location of St. Thomas 
made it most desirable as a trans- 
shipment centre as well as a port of 
call for ships to ‘receive orders from 
principals in European, Central and 
South American’ cotntries, and the 
harbor was kept full of sailing ves- 
sels.

It is a 
species of intemperance within itself, 
for it goes beyond the bounds of rea- 
son in that it attempts to control a 
man’s appetite by legislation and 
makes a crime out of things that are 
not crimes. A. prohibition law strikes 
a blow at the very principles 
on which our Government was 
founded.” 

Your correspondent says: ‘These 
words, I am informed, will be found 
in the Congressional Record, Sixty- 
third Congress, third session, page 
629.” This sounds like authority; 
but, unfortunately, the words are not 
there: The quotation can be found, 
however, on page 544 in a speech of 
Representative Henry of Texas, 
speaking against the Shepard-Hobson 
resolution for national prohibition; 
but he does not even pretend to 
quote any authority for putting into 
the mouth: of Lincoln words so ad- 
verse to his record as a total ab- 
stainer and supporter of prohibition.

The recent case of a young man 
being arrested for not taking off his 
hat when the flag went by in the 
Lindbergh parade emphasizes a rap- 
idly growing condition which, if not 
checked, -will lead to a lessening of 
patriotism. 

On a trip abroad I found that 
Great Britain and Italy, and some of 
the other European countries, have 
dealt with this problem in an effi- 
cient and pleasant manner.

The 
audience rises and remains standing 
in silence until the orchestra fin- 
ishes.

Why cannot we adopt this same 
plan? There are 18,000 movie houses 


| and thousands of theatres in the

An 
allied phasmid insect is the “walking 
straw’’ of Australia <(Cyphocrana 
titan). The walking stick looks: as- 
tonishingly like a twig, and its de- 
liberate movements do not readily 
dispel the illusion. Among the other 
insects showing protective simulation 
are the ‘“‘walking leaves’’ (genus 
Phyllium}.
